CHICAGO, June 2.—Brought to a 


tudden climax in the west by the suc- 
cessful Invocation . o£ 
the 
Sherman 


anti-tniHt la,w to enjoin the lines west 
or Chicago from putting- their proposed 
rate increases In effect, the freight rate 
controversy was given an unexpected 
turn yesterday. 


While the western roads were pre- 


paring- to restore their old rates and to 
defend themselves against charges of 
illegal combination, tho eastern roads 
were filing tariffs at Washington with 
t.he interstate commerce commission. 
These tariffs advanced commodity mien 
throughout the territory north of th» 
Ohio river and east'Of the Mississippi. 


Steps' were immediately taken by the 


shippers to oppose the eastern rates 
before they are allowed to hecome ef- 
fective on July 1 by the same methods 
as were used in the west. 


The tariffs filed during the day are 


but a part of the rate advance program 
of the eastern lines to protest against 
which the mass meeting of shippers 
was held in Chicago May 17. 


The eastern tariffs were Tiled indi- 


vidually by the different railroad com- 
panies, but the advances in rates are 
the same for all lines, averaging about 
7 per cent, It is estimated. 


Thn rates apply principally to tho 


heavier low grade articles moving on 
carload rates.

vidually by the different railroad com- 
panies, but the advances in rates are 
the same for all lines, averaging about 
7 per cent, it is estimated. 


The rates apply principally to the 


heavier low grade articles moving on 
carload rates.

Principal Moray of (he Highland school, at a public hearing nn the

iiitr when it would be a prerequisite of graduation in grammar schools that 
(tie pupils should be able lo swim. That condition we are informed is actu- 
ally in force in eertnin places and it is a provision that will save many 
lives wherever it be enforced. 


The youiiir people in flic absence of a1 system of public baths will take 


ilcsppi-iil'i! chances iu canals, rivers, lakes and even in the ocean. 
In the 


interest, of public health.1 to promote cleanliness and thereby the better to 
thin the white plague, every large city should be compelled by law to main- 
tain a system of public. bnUis together with a swimming pool in which chil- 
dren could be laught the art of swimming. The benefits to be derived from 
public baths which would ensure a widespread ability to swim would he very 
grea t. 


It is a fact that one-half the world docs not know how the other half 


•lives. If those who live-tin luxury only knew (he great need of public baths 
they would become convinced that, like public parks or even to a. greater 
c.xteut, they are a public necessity that should bo voluntarily provided by 
every up-to-date city. 


COL ROOSEVELT'S SENSATIONAL SPEECH. 


The bold criticism of English rule in Kgypfc made by Col. Roosevelt 


after he had been tendered the freedom of the city of London, will be gen- 
erally accepted at least from "an international standpoint as in extremely 
bad taste. No doubt what he says in regard to Egypt may be true and yet 
(be London papers, with wonderful reserve merely question the accuracy of 
his views as gleaned from a very brief sojourn in Egypt. 


Englishmen who came to this country and after 11 brief stay hurried 


iome to write a book on America, have been severely criticized as they 
should be; but in till probability they may have been no less competent to 
•speak accurately of (his country than was Col. Roosevelt 
to 
speak of 


British sway in Egypt. 


It will be remembered that when in Egypt. Col. Roosevelt condemned the 


recent assassination of a high British oflicial placed in charge of the ad- 
ministration and (hereby incurred the criticism and excited the enuiily of 
the Egyptian r/ational party. In that speech he made a palpable mistake 
iu having appeared lo lake the side of imperialism against an oppressed 
people. 
He foresaw how this mistake might be used against him as the 


coming "man on horseback" in his own country and he decided to correct 
the blunder by criticizing England's treatment of the Egyptians. 
Had he 


made a tour of the Philippines he might have found equal cause to criticize 
the policy of the United Slates in the irovc.rnmcnt of the islands. 


It is the indirect bearing of this charge against England that will be 


most felt in London. The situation in Kg.vpt had been rxcilinp no comment 
or alarm and so fur as (ho outside world knew, things were in a fairly sat- 
isfactory condition. This snisiiiioniil statement, has, therefore, astonished 
the world and put Col. Roosevelt in a position that io any other man would 
be most cinbayr.",fsi!i£, especially under the circumstances as he was the 
;;-nc?; of Lundun and was bcin;; signally honored til ilie very time he made 
the speech.

fective on July 1 by the same methods 
as were used in the west. 


The tariffs filed during the day are 


but a part, of the ratn advance program 
of the eastern lines to protest against 
which the mass meeting of shippers 
was held In Chicago May 17. 


The eastern tariffs were Hied indi- 


vidually by the different railroad com- 
panies, but the advances in rates are 
the same for all lines, averaging about 
7 per cent, it Is estimated. 


The rates apply principally to the 


heavier low grade articles moving on 
carload rates.
